It does seem as though a 
connection w as entirely possible. 


Q—We h ave recently had an in­ 
vasion of a few bed bugs. We a te 
try ing to ge t rid of them , but v'hat 
I w ant to know is w hether they are 
a health prob lem .—Mrs. L. T. 
A—I h a ve n’t h eard of any hu­ 
m a n diseases which are carried 
by the co m m o n bed bug. How­ 
ever, these pests do bite, p a rtic ­ 
ularly 
around 
the 
ankles 
and 
legs, and cause w heals and itch­ 
ing. Occasionally th e re ap p ears 
to be a person who is highly 
sensitive and possibly allergic to 
the bite of a bedbug and whose 
sensitive skin will give a violent 
reaction. 
It is best to get rid of them as 
rapidly as possible. Incidentally , 
cockroaches do spread diseases. 
Q—Is there a ny d anger to the 
skin from som e of the cosm etics 
w hich are in such com m on use 
—M rs. T. 
A—An 
occasional 
jierson 
is 
hy persensitive 
to 
alm o st

cosm etic. This can take the form 
of Irritation of the skin or of 
som e other allergic response. 
However, as a group, cosm etics

When one considers the infre­ 
q uency which reactions a re re ­ 
ported am ong the millions who 
regularly use cosm etics, the risk 
seem s q uite sm all.
